CHICAGO SUMMER SCHOOL OF MEDICINE. 



This School is organized for the purpose of giving a course 
of Medical Instruction, which shall be especially adapted to 
the wants of those students who wish to pursue their Medical 
studies in this city during the spring and summer months. 

The general plan of Instruction will comprise for each week 
six Clinics at the Hospital' and Dispensaries; six Lectures 
on the various branches of Medical Science, and six Recita- 
tions from such text books as may be thought most desirable. 
The instructions in each branch will be as thorough as possible. 

The Teachers possess ample facilities for Clinical Instruction, 
and every effort will be made by them to render their Clinics 
of the greatest practical benefit to the Student. 

Each of the following Institutions will be under the care of 
some one of the Instructors, and will be made subservient to 
the Clinical education of the Student. 
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THE CITY HOSPITAL. 

This is the general hospital of the city. Its wards contain 
a great variety of Medical and Surgical diseases, including 
many arising from accidents. It is well constructed with all 
the modern improvements, and affords every facility for Clinical 
study and observation. The medical and surgical departments 
will be under the care of Drs. Ross and Amerman respectively. 

THE CITY DISPENSARY 

In the North Division of Chicago, and the City Hospital 
Dispensary are Institutions for the poor. A very large num- 
ber of patients, especially women and children, are treated 
annually at these institutions, affording the student an extensive 
field for the observation of all diseases peculiar to this class 
of patients. Advanced students will be furnished with obstetric 
cases. 

THE CHICAGO CHARITABLE EYE AND EAR 
INFIRMARY. 

This Institution has been in successful operation for nearly 
two years. One hundred and fifteen patients were treated by 
the surgeons last year, and one hundred and twenty-six during 
the first seven months of the present year. The Infirmary 
affords the best opportunities in the city for Clinical instruction 
in diseases of the Eye and Ear, as also in the use of the oph- 
thalmoscope and auriscope. It will be under the care of Dr. 
Holmes. 

The usual Clinics at the United States Marine Hospital 
will be continued during the Spring and Summer. 



Particular attention will be given by the Instructors to the 
important subject of Auscultation and Percussion. Anatomy 
will be taught by demonstrations from the dead subject. There 
will also be abundant opportunities for dissection upon the same 
terms as during the Winter. 

The Instructions in Chemistry will be given by Dr. Mariner 
at the Laboratory of Prof, Blaney. Bandaging and the use 
of apparatus for fractures, will be taught practically at the 
Hospitals and Dispensaries. 

The course will extend through a term of sixteen weeks, 
commencing on the first Monday in March. 

The fee for the whole course will be $20,00. Single Tickets,
